As for the income on the $5,000,000, 
which is appropriated in the statehood 
bill for Indian Territory in lieu

schools, it is expressly provided that it 
will not be available until action is tak­ 
en by the legislature. 
Had the law’s of Oklahoma been ex­ 
tended over Indian Territory, as was 
proposed, Indian Territory would have 
then shared immediately in the distri­ 
bution of the school land fund.

For one coat of paint applied 
Just a little before it is actually need­ 
ed will often save most of the paint 
on the building by preventing it from 
letting go and causing endless trou- j 
ble and expense. 
Paint lets go because linseed oil, 
which is the “cement” that holds all 
good paint together, gradually decays I 
or oxidizes, just as iron t xposed to 
air and dampness will slowly decay I 
or oxidize. 
The water and oxygen in 
the air are the cause of the trouble 
In both cases, and the only reason, 
outside of its beautifying effect, that 
we apply paint to wood or iron is be­ 
cause we want to keep water and 
j air away 
from 
them. Live 
paint, 
that is paint in which the linseed oil 
is still oily, does this very effectual­ 
ly; but dead paint, that is paint in 


I wh'ch the oil is no longer oily, is no 
more impervious to air and water 
than a single thickness of cheese­ 
cloth would be. 
If then we apply a 
fresh coat or oily paint before the 
old paint is dead, the oil from the 
new coat will penetrate the old coat, 
and the whole coating will once more 
become alive; and this method of ren­ 
ovation may go on indefinitely. 
This explains why it is better econ­ 
omy to repaint a little before it be­ 
comes absolutely necessary than a 
little after. 
When the iniint is once 
dead the fresh coat will 
pull the 
whole coating off. 
In the days when repainting meant 
a general turning of things upside 
down, a two-weeks’ “cluttering up’* 
of the place with 
kegs, cans 
and 
pails, a lot of inflammable and ill- 
smelling materials standing around, 
etc., the dread of painting time was 
natural. 
So was the dread of soap­ 
making time, of shirt making time, of 
candle-moulding time and the like. 
But we live in an age when soap 
comes from the store better 
and 
cheaper than we can make it. ween 
shirts are sold ready made for less 
than we can buy the materials, when 
we can burn coal oil or gas cheaper 
than we can make tallow candles, 
and when all we have to do when we 
want to repaint is to pick out our 
colors from the card at the store and 
pay the painter for putting on the 
paint.

ON SUDDEN DEATH 


"Sudden Death!" Mr. Oliver based 


this subject upon the passage of Scrip- 
ture that reads: "He that being often 
reproved hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 
denly be destroyed and that without 
remedy." Few of his hearers have 
heard a better sermon than this one. 
There has never been a stronger ap- 
peal made to the sinners of Ada to turn 
from sin and get on the side of God 
and right. 


Mr. Oliver said his text was a death 


knell to the people of this community. 
He appealed to the Godless to not resist 
the spirit longer.

If you do not accept Christ it is 
because you don't want to. You are 
what you are because you want to be. 
Death must come. You can't 
get 


around it. You can run from the tab- 
ernacle, sermon, lecture, etc., bat you 
can't run from the undertaker, the cof- 
fin, death and hell!" 


Bro. 
Oliver made the 
surprising 


statement that 150.000 people come to 
, sudden death annually. He made the 
further statement that upon careful 
investigation it has been found that 
between 90 and 95 per cent of these are 
without Christ. " 'He that being often 
reproved hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 


denly be destroyed and that without 
remedy." Suddenly! No time for prayer, 
no time for repentance. A man who 
refuses God's care deliberately invites 
calamity. 


"Hard headed, stiff necked rebellion 


is nothing more than a losing game, 
He warned thfl rebellious sinners of 
Ada. 
He told them that the funeral 


train inevitably followed the Goapel 
train. "You pave the way to eternal 
destruction when you rebel against 
God.''

GOVERNOR FRANTZ THE

Muskogee, I. T., Aug. 8—.If Presi- 


d*>nt Rooaevelt does not give Governor 
Frank Frantz, of Oklahoma, a clean 
bill of health after the present investi- 
gation is over, he is going to leave the 
republican party in the new state in a 
mighty bad fix. 


Governor Frantz is acknowledged as 


the rightful heir to the republican nom- 
ination for governor of the new state. 
There has not even been a republican 
suggested as a candidate from the In- 
dian territory side, and so far as 
known there will be none from either 
side who will oppose Frantz. The Re- 
publicans have a -tacit understanding 
that they will back Frantz, and they 
are not afraid to say so. Thus time is 
slipping along toward nominating con- 
ventions, and if Frantz should not be 
cleared of the charges against him the 
republican party will be in the attitude 
of supporting a man with a besmirched 
record, or it would have to take him 
out of the race and substitute someone 
else. 
If this should happen there would 


be a score of candidates that would 
ipring up and a fight would start that 
would not end with the first campaign 
nd election. 


No particular reason is advanced bj 


republicans why this office should be 
conceded to Frantz other than "it i 
his'n," which means that having been 
governor when the territories came in 
as a state, and not having a chance to 
serve out his term, he is entitled to 
the place without opposition. Frantz 
has not made a particularly brillian 
record as governor, nor has he made i 
bad one. By his close alliance with the 
McGuire-Douglas faction he has in- 
curred the enmity of the Flynn-Soper 
crowd, as well as the independent ele- 
ment in Indian territory and Oklahoma, 
which wants to see both of these ele- 
ments eliminated and a new machine 
without factions placed in charge. It 
may be stated here, too, that this new 
element is rapidly gaining strength, 
and it is being assisted immeasurably 
by the attitude of the machine in arro- 
gating to itself the authority to call 
conventions, appoint campaign commit- 
tees and a lot of other things without 
giving the republican party a chance 
to say what it wants to do. This fight is 
likely to come up within ten days after 
the Bartlesville meeting, which closed 
Wednesday night.

Guthrie, Okla., Aug. 2. — Inquiries 


from Indian Territory are reaching the 
office of Fred L. Wenner, Secretary of 
the school land leasing board, asking 
when that territory will begin to share 
in the distribution of 
the common 


school fund, derived from the renting 
of Oklahoma school lands. All persons 
inquiring have been informed that 
there is little possibility of them shar- 
ing in any distribution prior to January 


Statehood must be effective before 


Indian Territory can share in this fund. 
It is certain that they will not share in 
the January, 1907, distribution, and 
very doubtful if they participate in the 
June, 1907, distribution, the latter be- 
ing a very small distribution anyway. 
As for the income on the $5,000,000, 
which is appropriated in the statehood 
bill for Indian Territory in lieu of 
schools, it is expressly provided that it 
will not be available until action is tak- 
en by the legislature. 


Had the laws of Oklahoma been ex- 


tended over Indian Territory, as was 
proposed, Indian Territory would have 
then shared immediately in the distri- 
bution of the school land fund.

it should be a habit with every 


property owner every spring to look 
over his buildings, etc., and see if 
they need repainting; not merely to 
nee If they "will go another year," 
but whether the time has not come 
for putting in the proverbial "stitch 
In time" which shall eventually "save 
nine." For one coat of paint applied 
Just a little before It is actually need- 
ed will often save most of the paint 
on the building by preventing it from 
letting go and causing endless trou- 
ble and expense. 


Paint lets go because linseed oil, 


which is the "cement" that holds ,aU 
good paint together, gradually decays 
or oxidizes, just as Iron exposed to 
air and dampness will slowly decay 
or oxidize. The water and oxygen In 
the air are tho cause of the trouble 
In both cases, and the only reason, 
outside of Its beautifying effect, that 
wo apply paint to wood or iron Is bo- 
cause we want to keep water anil 
air away 
from 
them. Live paint, 


that is paint in which the linseed oil 
is still oily, docs this very effectual- 
ly; but dead paint, that is paint in 
wh'ch the oil is no longer oily, is no 
more impervious to air and water 
than a single thickness of cheese- 
cloth would be. If then we apply a 
fresh coat ot oily paint before the 
old paint is dead, the oil from the 
new coat will penetrate the old coat, 
and the whole coating will once more 
become alive; and this method of ren- 
ovation may go on indefinitely. 


This explains why it is better econ- 


omy to repaint a little before It be- 
comes absolutely necessary than a 
little after. 
When the paint is once 


dead the fresh coat will pull the 
whole coating off. 


In the days when repainting meant 


a general turning of things upside 
down, a two-weeks' "cluttering up'' 
of the place with kegs, cans and 
palls, a lot of Inflammable and 
111- 


imelltng materials standing around, 
etc., the dread of painting time was 
natural. 
So was the dread of soap 


making time, of shirt-making time, of 
candle-moulding time and the like.

Nor must one expect to buy a pure 
linseed oil paint for the price of lln 
seed oil alone. 
It can be taken for 


granted when anyone offers to sell 
dollar bills at a discount, he Is bait 
ing a hook for "suckers." So it can 
be taken for granted when anyone—• 
whether mail 
order 
house, paint 


manufacturer or dealer—offers paint 
too cheap, he la bidding for the trade 
of "suckers," no matter what his 
promises.

In 
responsible 


stores under the brands of reputable 
manufacturers are all good products, 
differing from one another In the less 
important matter of the solid pig- 
ments contained, but practically alike 
in having their liquid portions com' 
posed essentially of pure linseed oil. 
The competition of the better class 
of paints has driven Inferior goods 
practically out of the market, and 
no manufacturer of 
standing 
now 


puts out a poor paint, under his own 
name at least. 


As to guarantees on paint, they 


can be taken for what they are worth 
Any 
reputable 
manufacturer 
wili 


make good any defect actually trace- 
able to the paint itself and not to 1m 
proper use or treatment of It. 
The 


really Important guarantee which the 
Baint buyer should exact from his 
dealer IB that the paint is made by a 
manufacturer that knows his bus! 
ness and that the paint itself has a 
record. If he secures this guarantee 
he can afford to chance the rest of 
It—the paint will undoubtedly give 
good service if properly applied ac 
cording to directions.

"Sudden Death!" Mr. Oliver based 


this subject upon the passage of Scrip- 
ture that reads: "He that being often 
reproved hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 
denly be destroyed and that without 
remedy."

ble. " That if a man was an adulterer, 
a thief, a liar or a murderer, he was 
that from choice; that if you were re- 
liable, clean and manly, you are this 
from your own volition. This principle 
is also true with reference to a non- 
acceptance or rejection of Christ. "God 
permits a man to choose his own des- 
tiny. If you do not accept Christ it is 
because you don't want to. You are 
what you are because you want to be. 
Death must come. You can't 
get 


around it. You can run from the tab- 
ernacle, sermon, lecture, etc., bat you 
can't run from the undertaker, the cof- 
fin, death and hell!" 


Bro. 
Oliver made the 
surprising 


statement that 150.000 people come to 
, sudden death annually. He made the 


further statement that upon careful 
investigation it has been found that 
between 90 and 95 per cent of these are 
without Christ. " 'He that being often 
reproved hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 


denly be destroyed and that without 
remedy.' Suddenly! No time for prayer, 
no time for repentance. 
A man who 


refuses God's care deliberately invites 
calamity. 


"Hard headed, stiff necked rebellion 


is nothing more than a losing game.'' 
He warned thft, rebellious sinners of 
Ada. He told them that the funeral 
train inevitably followed the Gospel 
train. "You pave the way to eternal 
destruction when you rebel against 
God."

GOVERNOR FRANTZ THE 


INEVITABLE NOMINEE 


Muskogee, I. T., Aug. 8-.If Presi- 


d*nt Rooaevelt does not give Governor 
Frank Frantz, of Oklahoma, a clean 
bill of health after the present investi- 
gation is over, he is going to leave the 
republican party in the new state in a 
mighty bad fix. 


Governor Frantz is acknowledged as 


the rightful heir to the republican nom- 
ination for governor of the new state. 
There has not even been a republican 
suggested as a candidate from the In- 
dian territory side, and so far as 
known there will be none from either 
side who will oppose Fraiitz. The Re- 
publicans have a -tacit understanding 
that they will back Frantz, and they 
are not afraid to say so. Thus time is 
slipping along toward nominating con- 
ventions, and if Frantz should not be 
cleared of the charges against him the 
republican party will be in the attitude 
of supporting a man with a besmirched 
record, or it would have to take him 
out of the race and substitute someone 
else. If this should happen there would 
be a score of candidates that would 
spnng up and a fight would start that 
would not end with the first campaign 
and election. 


No particular reason is advanced by 


republicans why this office should be 
conceded to Frantz other than "it is 
his'n," which means that having been 
governor when the territories came in 
as a state, and not having a chance to 
serve out his term, he is entitled to 
the place without opposition. Frantz 
has not made a particularly brilliant 
record as governor, nor has he made a 
bad one. By his close alliance with the 
McGuire-Douglas faction he has in- 
curred the enmity of the Flynn-Soper 
crowd, as well as the independent ele- 
ment in Indian territory and Oklahoma, 
which wants to see both of these ele- 
ments eliminated and a new machine 
without factions placed in charge. It 
may be stated here, too, that this new 
element is rapidly gaining strength, 
and it is being assisted immeasurably 
by the attitude of the machine in arro- 
gating to itself the authority to call 
conventions, appoint campaign commit- 
tees and a lot of other things without 
giving the republican party a chance 
to say what it wants to do. This fight is 
likely to come up within ten days after 
the Bartlesville meeting, which closed 
Wednesday night.

NO SCHOOL FUND FOR 


TERRITORY UNTIL 1908 


Guthnc, Okla., Aug. 2. — Inquiries 


from Indian Territory are reaching the 
office of Fred L. Wenner, Secretary of 
the school land leasing board, asking 
when that territory will begin to share 
in the distribution of the 
common 


school fund, derived from the renting 
of Oklahoma school lands. All persons 
inquiring have been informed 
that 


there is little possibility of them shar- 
ing in any distribution prior to January 


Statehood must be effective before 


Indian Territory can share in this fund. 
It is certain that they will not share in 
the January, 1907, distribution, and 
very doubtful if they participate in the 
June, 1907, distribution, the latter be- 
ing a very small distribution anyway. 
As for the income on the $5,000,000, 
which is appropriated in the statehood 
bill for Indian Territory in lieu of 
schools, it is expressly provided that it 
will not be available until action is tak- 
en by the legislature. 


Had the laws of Oklahoma been ex- 


tended over Indian Territory, as was 
proposed, Indian Territory would have 
then shared immediately in the distri- 
bution of the school land fund.

BUYING PAINT. 


Sprlngtime-^-after the weather has 


become 
well 
settled—is 
painting 


time. There is no dust flying, no in- 
tects are in the air at that time ready 
to commit suicide by suffocation in 
the coat of fresh paint. The atmos- 
pheric conditions are also favorable 
tt that season for proper drying and 
Increased life of the paint. 


it should be a habit with every 


property owner every spring to look 
over his buildings, etc., and see if 
they need repainting; not merely to 
see if they "will go another year," 
but whether the time has not come 
for putting in the proverbial "stitch 
in time" which shall eventually "save 
nine." For one coat of paint applied 
lust a little before it is actually need- 
ed will often save most of the paint 
on the building by preventing it from 
letting go and causing endless trou- 
ble aud expense. 


Paint lets go because linseed oil, 


which is the "cement" that holds ,all 
good paint together, gradually decays 
or oxidizes, Just as iron exposed to 
air and dampness will slowly decay 
or oxidize. The water and oxygen in 
the air are tho cause of the trouble 
in both cases, and the only roason, 
outside of its beautifying effect, that 
wo apply paint to wood or iron is bo- 
cause we want to keep water anil 
air away 
from 
them. Live paint, 


that is paint in which the linseed oil 
is still oily, docs this very effectual- 
ly; but dead paint, that is paint in 
wh'ch the oil is no longer oily, is no 
more impervious to air and water 
than a single thickness of cheese- 
cloth would be. If then we apply a 
fresh coat ot oily paint before the 
old paint is dead, the oil from the 
new coat will penetrate the old coat, 
and the whole coating will once more 
become alive; and this method of ren- 
ovation may go on indefinitely. 


This explains why it is better econ- 


omy to repaint a little before It be- 
comes absolutely necessary than a 
little after. 
When the paint is once 


dead the fresh coat will pull the 
whole coating off. 


In the days when repainting meant 


a general turning of things upside 
down, a two-weeks' "cluttering up'1 
of the place with kegs, cans aud 
palls, a lot of Inflammable and 
111- 


imelltng materials standing around, 
etc., the dread of painting time was 
natural. 
So was the dread of soap- 


making time, of shirt-making time, of 
candle-moulding time and the like. 
But we live in an age when soap 
comes from the store better 
and 


cheaper than we can make it, when 
shirts are sold ready made for less 
than we can buy the materials, when 
we can burn coal oil or gas cheaper 
than we can make tallow 
candles, 


and when all we have to do when we 
want to repaint Is to pick out our 
colors from the card at the store and 
pay the painter for putting on the 
paint 


When it comes to picking out the 


paint it Is not necessary that one 
should be a paint chemist, any more 
than one should be an oil chemist 
when buying kerosene, or a depart- 
ment 
store buyer 
when 
selecting 


shirts, or a soap chemist when buy- 
Ing soap. 
All that Is necessary to 


Insure a fair show Is some knowl- 
edge of tho character of our paint 
dealer and the reputation and stand- 
Ing of the maker of tho paint offered. 
Nor must one expect to buy a pure 
linseed oil paint for the price of lin- 
seed oil alone. 
It can be taken for 


granted when anyone offers to sell 
dollar bills at a discount, he is bait- 
ing a hook for "suckers." So it can 
be taken for granted when anyone—• 
whether mail 
order 
house, paint 


manufacturer or dealer—offers paint 
too cheap, he is bidding for the trade 
of "suckers," no matter what his 
promises.

responsible 


stores under the brands of reputable 
manufacturers are all good products, 
differing from one another In the less 
important matter of the solid pig- 
ments contained, but practically alike 
in having their liquid portions com- 
posed essentially of pure linseed oil. 
The competition of the better class 
of paints has driven Inferior goods 
practically out of the market, and 
no manufacturer of 
standing 
now 


puts out a poor paint, under his own 
name at least. 
' 


As to guarantees on paint, they 


can be taken for what they are worth. 
Any 
reputable 
manufacturer 
will 


make good any defect actually trace- 
able to the paint itself and not to Im- 
proper use or treatment of It. 
The 


really Important guarantee which the 
Baint buyer should exact from his 
dealer Is that the paint Is made by a 
manufacturer that knows his busi- 
ness and that the paint itself has a 
record. If he secures this guarantee 
he can afford to chance the rest of 
It—the paint will undoubtedly give 
good service If properly applied ac- 
cording to directions.
